Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Dept, will partici¬ 
pate in the fifth year of the annual California 
Firefighters Burn Relay from Aug. 12 through 17. 

Local firefighter Rich Snyder is area coordin¬ 
ator of the San Gabriel S. section. 

Dr. George Fischbeck, KABC-TV weatherman, 
will be the guest again this year and will be in 
Sierra Madre on Sunday, Aug. 12, between 10:30 
and 11 a.m. Sierra Madreans are urged to be at 
Albertson’s on Michillinda Ave. to meet him. He will 
go with the fire department to Highland Oaks 
School on Santa Anita Ave. on the opposite side 
of Sierra Madre. People are urged to follow the 
relay through town to the school. 

Other local firefighters who are actively in¬ 
volved are Chaplain Michael Bamberger, navigations; 
Firefighter Richard Mays, finance; Engineer Leonard 
Zlotorowicz, photographer; Engineer Bill Messer- 
smith, relay video; and Lt. Steve Bickel, who heads 
the committee to collect money and organize the 
arrival of Dr. George. 

The California Firefighters Burn Relay began 
five years ago with eight cities. Last year that num 
ber had swelled to 125 and this year the number is 
expected to augment to 278 cities. 

Last year the firefighters were able to raise 
$210,000 for the Alisa Ann Ruch Burn Center, the 
key reason for the relay. 

A Founders Kickoff Breakfast starts the relay 


on Sunday, Aug. 12, at the Los Angeles City Fire 
Department which hosts the original eight depart¬ 
ments who started the relay five years ago. Sierra 
Madre is one of those eight. 

On Friday, Aug. 17, they will tour the capital 
and over 100 fire engines with five live steam en¬ 
gine pumpers will surround the capitol building that 
day. 

Firefighting equipment, including helicopters, 
are used in the relay which is completed in Auburn 
on Friday, Aug. 17. On the next day there will be 
a muster parade at 9 a.m. with the presentation of 
the final check to the Burn Foundation. 

Channel 7 will feature a Dr. George special 
each evening at 4 p.m. and the television celebrity 
will appear at 6 p.m. during the dinner hour each 
evening. 

All the local firefighters participating in the 
2300-mile relay will take vacation time away from 
work for a week. About 45,000 firefighters will 
participate. 

Messersmith will complete the relay video that 
vill be sent to all fire departments and police agen¬ 
cies for promotion for next year’s relay. 

Anyone wishing to donate money to the Alisa 
Ann Ruch Burn Foundation should make the check 
payable to “Firefighters Burn Relay” and bring it 
to City Hall, the office of fire prevention, attn.; Lt. 
Bickel, before Aug. 12. 


Martin assures Sierra Madre that Brown Act is still intact

News agencies around California have been 
writing editorials and sending up red Hags since the 
Legislature slashed part of the state budget dealing 
with an open meeting law which dates back to the 
Brow n .Act of the ’6()s. 

Succintly. City .Attorney Charles Martin said 
the Ralph M. Brown Act called for “no more 
secret agendas.’’ .lournalists know it as a law calling 
for recognized agendas for elected officials and pub¬ 
lic participation at public meetings._ 


Martin told 1 he News that the Gann Proposi¬ 
tion in 1979 provided that the state should reim¬ 
burse cities when the state passes laws which cost 
cities money. Martin said it was a good law but the 
city had no reason to apply for money. “Also 
the cost would be minimal.” 

In 1986 the state passed the open meeting 
provision that calls for cities to post agendas for 
72 hours before meetings. There was no require¬ 
ment to appropriate money for the cities._ 


Martin said, “The statute was ambiguously 
worded, unfortunately.” He noted that it was an 
amendment to the Brown Act. 

Martin also said that he believes that the Legis¬ 
lature meant to suspend reimbursement of the 
money rather than suspend the 72-hour agenda 
rule. 

“Of the 500 municipal attorneys in the state, 
probably half of them would agree with me and 
half would disagree. At any rate. Sierra Madre is 


following the course of action to continue to post 
agendas 72 hours before the public meeting; we are 
not changing the agenda and the public will be 
urged to comment.” 

The City Council will not be allowed to take 
action on any item not appearing on the agenda but 
brought up by the public during a meeting. 

Martin concluded, “We will not change our 
rules because of this goof of the Legislature.”

to the Nation, 1890-1990,” members of Alhambra- 
San Gabriel Chapter, NSDAR of which Mrs. George 
Ramirez is Regent, recently honored the Patriotic 
Sand Castle at Santa Anita Fashion Park’s Histor¬ 
ical “USA” presentation and Todd Vander Pluym, 
creater of the patriotic giant Sand Castle. 

Vander Pluym, President of Sand Sculptors 
International of Redondo Beach, designed the 32 by 
48 foot work of art which he and his artisans 
carved from only sand and water using no adhesive. 

The program of Sand Castle events emphasized 
the 22-foot-tall Statue of Liberty, Betsy Ross sewing 
the first American Flag and George Washington 
crossing the Delaware with his troops. Patriots 
Benjamin Franklin and Thomas Jefferson were 
sculpted and Paul Revere was shown riding his 
horse to warn the colonists at the beginning of the 
Revolutionary War that the British were coming. 

Other historic and patriotic symbols were: 
Father Serra, a Franciscan missionary who founded 
California missions in the 1770s, Chief Red Cloud, a 
Sioux Indian who was the only Indian who ever 
won a territorial war against the U.S. government, 
Abraham Lincoln, who was a great President during 
the Civil War, Teddy Roosevelt who fought for re¬ 
forms that would benefit the American people dur¬ 
ing his presidency in the early 1890s, and Thomas 
Edison, most known for his inventions of the electric 
light and phonograph. 

The sand display was created out of 180 tons 
of sand by Vander Pluym, creator of the sand 
castles, who prepared for the project with his research 
in the Smithsonian Institution in Washington, D.C., 
stating, “These figures demonstrate the drama of 
American History. You will be able to look into 
the boat and see Washington’s troops rowing. You’ll 
see them huddled up against the cold and there 
are ice floes in the water. Particular highlights like

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URM problem 
is No. 1 in 
Sierra Madre 

What is Sierra Madre’s No. 1 
problem? Unreinforced masonry 
(URM). 

And at this point building owners 
who wish to participate in the city- 
funded study have only two weeks — 
until Aug. 24 — to file their application 
forms. Those are for the $30,000 en¬ 
gineering study that, according to Sally- 
anne Malian, planning associate, “may 
be sufficient for some buildings.” 

Only seven building owners have 
filed applications as of Monday, Aug. 6. 

In last week’s News we outlined 
the requirements, the city funds avail¬ 
able and even named the businesses that 
are affected by the necessary earthquake 
precautions. 

Owners of 49 buildings have been 
notified ... 63 businesses and insti¬ 
tutions are affected . . . $30,000 is 
available to help in underwriting engin¬ 
eering analyses costs ... as of last 
week an 180-day deadline applies. 

This is probably the most important 
news in Sierra Madre right now. All of 
those businesses and institutions could 
be out of business unless something is 
done to ensure the safety of their build¬ 
ings. 

Last week’s News said, “All stand 
to be potentially affected by the URM 
work which could range from minor re¬ 
pairs to major rehabilitation or even to¬ 
tal demolition and rebuilding.” 

One building has been demolished 
and replaced. Others are in the throes 
of earthquake rehabilitation. 

“It’s a huge dilemma. This study 
could, in fact, be Phase 1 for some 
buildings. By making this study avail¬ 
able, the city hopes to get the ball 
rolling and to aid the business com¬ 
munity. This is the best way the city 
could helo with the limited funds we 
have available,” Malian told The News 
Monday. 

Now’s the time for action . . .

Brown Act dead? Not so, says Martin

Fortunately for us, Sierra Madre is 
a small town where we know everyone. 
We can feel assured that without the 
law, our City Council will continue to 
post an agenda 72 hours 
before a meeting, stick to that 
agenda and allow public testimony. 
Not every town can say the same. 

As you will read on the first page. 
The News asked City Attorney Charles 
Martin to give his opinion on the 
law which was suspended recently by 
the Legislature and he believes that the 
suspension applies only to the 



MAIN STREET

A common situation for the typical Main 
Street business is a limited advertising budget. 
So, a common problem they share is how to 
grow their business with limited resources. One 
part of the solution is to effectively use publicity. 

One authority defines publicity as “infor¬ 
mation deliberately disseminated to attract 
public attention.” What are some examples? 
Recently we received a letter at the chamber 
office from a local professional offering to 
speak on a “holistic approach to mental and 
physical health.” This week, a local real 
estate professional spoke to the local Kiwanis 
Club on “current real estate market condi¬ 
tions.” Clubs, organizations, and civic groups 
are always looking for timely programs. With 
a little thought and preparation most business 
people can develop an interesting and useful 
presentation that will get them public expo¬ 
sure. 

You don’t need a formal degree in public 
relations to utilize publicity. But, if it sounds 
like an interesting idea you may vant to 
talk with a public relations agency. Since they 
too are looking for new customers they usually 


money that cities would receive for 
complying. Other municipal attorneys 
believe the suspension deals with the so- 
called Brown Act, instituted in the 
’60s to protect the people from 
local government, or as Martin said, 
“No more secret agendas.” 

We applaud Martin’s view and feel 
safe that with his leadership and that of 
City Administrator Jim McRea, Sierra 
Madreans can rest easy — they will not 
be compromised. 

To establish further the citizens’ 
role in Sierra Madre government it 
might be wise for the City Council to 
go a step further and form an ordinance 
with the Brown Act information laid 
out clearly.

Organize a birth¬ 
day party or ground-breaking ceremony and in¬ 
vite the public. 

Acting as a sponsor qr co-sponsor of a lo¬ 
cal event can get your name in front of the pub¬ 
lic. It’s best if the event has ome relevance to 
your business but the value of supporting 
“hometown social or charitable’’ events 
shouldn’t be overlooked. Donating services or 
products in return for recognition in programs 
or on event sign boards is another oppor¬ 
tunity. You may be able to effectively reach 
your customers by sponsorship of high visability 
youth groups. 

Good publicity doesn’t just happen. I’ve 
found the key is planning. A well-rounded, 
consistent effort using as many options as 
possible will generate your best response. So, 
get busy and watch your customer count in¬ 
crease.

Joint Powers lead cleanup 
of ‘contaminated’ S.G. Basin 


The San Gabriel Valley Municipal Water Dis¬ 
trict (SGVMWD), of which Sierra Madre is a mem¬ 
ber, has joined with two other water districts in 
forming a Joint Powers Authority (JPA) to lead 
an effort to clean up the San Gabriel Water Ba¬ 
sin, labeled as “one of the most contaminated in 
the nation.” 

As a member of the SGVMWD, Sierra Madre 
would be a participant in the effort, even though 
it receives no water from the basin and no method 
has been developed to bring it to Sierra Madre in 
the 31 years of its membership. 

Start-up funding of $250,000 has been furnished 
by the Main San Gabriel Basin Watermaster, but 
the cleanup funding, according to Bob Berlien, San 
Gabriel Basin Watermaster executive staff officer, 
"has not yet been worked out.” The watermaster 
will work in cooperative agreement with the new 
JPA. 

Estimated cleanup costs range from $100 million 
to a federal Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) estimate of $320 million over a period of 
30 to 40 years. One estimate ranged as high as 
$ one billion. 

Berlien says the JPA will seek funding from 
such agencies as the State Water Resources Con¬ 
trol Board and the Los Angeles Regional Water 
Quality Control Board, as well as the EPA. 

Needed additional funding, however, would 
“have to come from the water suppliers,” he 
said, which would include the SGVMWD. 

This would put Sierra Madre taxpayers in the 
position of helping to fund cleanup of a basin in 
which they currently have no rights. 

About 100 wells — one in every four — in the 
basin have been shut down in the past decade 
because of contamination as four major “plumes” 
of underground pollution spread throughout the ba¬ 
sin, including the areas of Alhambra, Azusa, Bald¬ 
win Park and El Monte. Alhambra and Azusa 
are members of the SGVMWD. as well as Sierra

Madre and Monterey Park. 

The new JPA’s target, according to watermaster 
sources, will include treating contaminated ground- 
water, helping to identify pollution sources, estab¬ 
lishing a cleanup fund and working with the EPA 
to modify its proposed plan for the basin. 

As part of the cleanup effort, a joint study 
is being conducted by the Metropolitan Water Dis¬ 
trict (MWD) and the SGVMWD, both of whom 
import state Feather River Water to the basin, on 
what is called “conjunctive use.” 

The study, according to Berlien, will attempt 
to determine the practicality and economic feasibility 
of placing “a lot of imported water into the ground, 
popping out contaminated water and then treating 
it.” 

This would require construction of a number of 
large and costly treatment plants. 

The other part of “conjuctive use” would 
entail the storage of large quantities of water in 
the basin for use in drought years or high water 
requirements, in the basin or elsewhere. 

An additional wrinkle was thrown into the al¬ 
ready extremely convoluted plans and studies as the 
Sierra Club and other environmental groups filed 
suit in Los Angeles Superior Court to place author¬ 
ity for the cleanup instead with a state super¬ 
agency, citing what they believe is conflict of 
interest between private water companies and public 
interests. 

The San Gabriel Basin serves some one million 
customers ranging from Alhambra on the west to 
La Verne on the east. 

The bottom line at this point would appear 
to be that the combination of complexity, cost and 
now the court case will postpone any real cleanup 
action for years and perhaps decades to come. 

In the meantime the plumes of pollution are 
advancing approximately one mile per decade, con¬ 
taminating ever-increasing areas of the basin, and 
costly plans and studies continue.

Washington is in the middle of the tourist 
season, and this Wandering started out to 
describe one of the sights you might like to 
visit. However, the July Fourth issue of the 
News changed my mind. 

Sierra Madre’s honoring the Osti family 
relJects upon our heritage in its most eloquent 
sense. In Washington, we are so impressed with 
status and importance that we tend to forget 
what makes us what we are. 

Our home, in the 1930s, was (and still is) 
on West Montecito at the extension of Grove, 
rite Osti family lived at Grove and Grandview. 

1 well remember Mr. Osti trudging home, after 
a hard day’s work during the summer season, 
up the hill, and slopping to drink a glass of 
water offered by my mother. Marino was in my 
class and Bobby and Johnny were his younger 
brothers. Their modest home at the top of the 
hill had a back yard containing garden veg¬ 
etables, carrots, lettuce, squash, tomatoes 
and the other staples necessary to feed a large 
family with a very limited cash income. While 
Marino and 1 were not really close friends, we 
played together and enjoyed each other’s com- 
patiy. 1 can’t imagine a more typical American 
family to honor on our Nation’s holiday. 

The Buchan family is another story. Roy, 
John and Jane were also a part of the fabric of 
cuir community in the ’30s. Their father and un¬ 
cle were builditig contractors. Contracting was 
not a big deal during the Depression and most 
of their work was in rebuilding or improving 
local properties. I remember the quarter-yard 
cement mixer that was stored on their property 


on East Montecito. It was fun to watch the mix¬ 
ing of water, cement and aggregate into a 
smooth concrete surface resulting in a sidewalk 
or curb. 

Miner Harkness, and we wish him well, 
was Mary Alice’s little brother and always 
underfoot. 

Finally — telling tales out of school — the 
selection of Ross Tyree to narrate the pro- 
eceedings was too much. (Ross had to give up 
the job since he was out-of-town). Ross’ 
grandfather ran a bicycle repair shop after they 
moved to Sierra Madre from San Clemente in 
the early ’30s. Naturally, when we needed a new 
tire or some repair to our bikes we would go to 
Mr. Tyree’s garage office. We spent many 
hours playing marbles, or just doing nothing. 

However, the real secret, and the first time 
that this has appeared in print, is when Ross 
and 1 were in the sixth grade, Ross was madly in 
love. Every afternoon, after school, we would 
walk Betty Lou Lassiter up Auburn Avenue to 
her home on Carter. Then 1 would get on the 
handlebars of Ross’ bike and we would go 
careening down the hill to South Hermosa 
where Ross lived, accompanied by the catcalls 
of the younger kids who followed us to Betty 
Lou’s house. 

While this commentary may not rank as an 
important contribution to our celebration of 
the Nation’s birthday, I hope it reflects the con¬ 
tinuity of relationships and the importance of 
places and people in what we all know as 
Sierra Madre. Next time I’ll write about the 
small town of Washington.

Most people have 
watched, if only for a 
few minutes, the profes¬ 
sional wrestlers do their 
stuff on television. 
It is immediately ob¬ 
vious that these matches 
are carefully planned, as 
carefully as the jousts at 
Medieval Times, the 
gunfights at Universal 
studios or the battering 
brawls in movie 
barrooms. The last 
three are considerably 
more realistic, actually. 
What professional wrest¬ 
ling seems to require are 
tumbling skills, careful 
timing, impressive brawn 
to throw around, lots 
of practice and the 
ability to register agony. 

It follows then that if 
wrestlers can act, actors 
can wrestle, given proper 
training. And wrestle 


they do in “Tujunga 
Tanzi,’’ a semi¬ 
musical that started as 
a pub sketch in Liver¬ 
pool in 1978. All that 
seems left of its Liver- 
pudlishness in the pro¬ 
duction at Occidental’s 
Summer Drama f estival 
is the attempt to rhyme 
“girl” with “boil” in 
one of the songs. 

But no matter — Tan- 
zi’s story is universal 
and the conflicts of her 
life are presented in the 
form of wrestling falls, 
with her mother, her 
father, a snobbish little 
girl and the rapacious 
woman she grows into, 
a psychiatrist, and a 
lover. The concept is 
amusing and handled with 
wit, especially since 
the versatile Keck 
Theater has been 


turned into a wrestling 
arena for the show. 

The cost is certainly 
to be commended. They 
sing, dance, act and also 
wrestle, with a realism 
a bit startling at 
first. When emo¬ 
tional body blows are 
translated into physi¬ 
cal ones, however pre¬ 
tend, the audience’s first 
reaction is “Oh, no!” 
But Tanzi is a sur¬ 
vivor and soon learns 
to fight back against 
domination. 

Some of the livelier 
members of the audience 


get into the spirit and 
cries of “Come on, 
Tanzi” and “Get her, 
boy” add atmosphere. 

Carol Flanders is a 
triumph as the wary 
Tanzi, working her 
battered way toward 
equality. Kathy Cole 
Freeman, who plays Ka- 
tisha in “The Mikado” 
and Lesbia in Shaw’s 
“Getting Married” else¬ 
where in the schedule, 
body slams and elboes 
her way through the 
changing role of Tanzi’s 
mother in what must be 
an ultimate demonstra¬ 


tion of versatility. Tom 
Lowell is Tanzi’s dad, 
longing for a sweet little 
girl to protect, Megan 
Freeman is the unreliable 
playmate turned into a 
cheap vamp (with the 
assist of a wondrous 
hair-do) and Andrew 
Phlipot as Tanzi’s love 
manages to be both at¬ 
tractive and repulsive 
in .some remarkable love 
scenes. Robert Budaska 
in the not-always-impar- 
tial referee, and also 
the psychiatrist so an¬ 
xious to make Tanzi 
accept his version of real¬ 
ity. He also has a song 
in the popular style which 
is a masterpiece of redun¬ 
dancy. 

As a metaphor, as a 
stunt and as drama, 
“Tujunga Tanzi” man¬ 
ages to say some pertin¬ 


ent things while the 
whole idea keeps the aud¬ 
ience laughing. 

Festival director Alan 
Freeman describes it 
as a work in progress 
and 1 must say that the 
climactic battles 
seems to go on a bit too 
long for me, although it 
is a wonder of choreo¬ 
graphy, and that the end¬ 
ing seems a bit flat for 
some reason. You are 
left wondering what hap¬ 
pens next, but that’s like 
life, too, 1 suppose. 
“Tujunga Tanzi” has 
17 more perfor¬ 
mances on the festival’s 
complicated schedule. 
It’s a unique pro¬ 
duction and one can only 
hope the performers 
survive!

Steve Allen, Maranatha's new principal, 
in last week’s News described Sierra Madre as 
“a wonderful city of quiet ness.” 

I was much taken with that impression and 
can de.scribc Barbara Helen Berger’s illustrated 
Children’s Books in a similar way. They trans¬ 
port us to wonderful places of quietness. 

Several years ago, Bella, of Bella’s Secret 
Garden products, gave me a copy of Berger’s 
“Grandfather I wilight.” It is a glorious story 
of an old man who keeps pearls, bringing 
single ones to the ocean every late afternoon 
to create dusk. 

Last week I discovered “When the Sun 
Rose,” and was ama/cd at the illustrations, 
colorful, magical, totally original. When I 
brought it home, meaning to review it with 
“Grandfather Twilight,” I realized, aha, the 
same writer/illusirator. Her kindred spirit had 
touched mine a second time. 

To tell her simple stories, Berger uses few 
words, an average of seven a page; great for 
tentative readers. They get their feet wet without 
beina caueht in the undcrtoc (low), and, oops.

Those were the days... 


Opal Thompson strokes 
the colorful afghan on 
her lap. She has been 
looking through a box 
of pictures, reminiscing 
about days of yesterday, 
an exciting time when 
she could honestly say 
that she was “flying 
high.’’ 

She and her husband, 
Max, took to the skies 
many years ago, working 
as a team of parachu¬ 
tists, jumping from hot 
air balloons at fairs and 
shows. Max had been 
making jumps for about 
10 years. The couple 
had two sons, Donald 
and Stiles. It was diffi¬ 
cult for the young mo¬ 
ther to convince her 
husband that his jump¬ 
ing was not a job suit¬ 
able for the father of 
two young boys. “Max 
refused to stop, so I 
did the next best thing. I 
became a jumper, too,” 
she proudly announced. 

Since Opal’s mother 
lived with them, they 
were able to take one 
son at a time on 
jumps. “They looked 
forward to joining us 
on our entertainment 


days,’’ she continued, 
“and they met many fa¬ 
mous people traveling 
with us.’’ 

The Thompsons travel¬ 
ed the country during 
the summer months, 
thrilling audiences 
at county fairs and 
gatherings of various 
types with their daring 
jumps. 

First one, then the 
other, shared top billing 
and Opal became known 
as “Queen of the Air’’ 
and the “Girl With Iron 
Nerves.’’ She made 
close to 50 jumps while 
her husband chalked up 
some 500 leaps in a car¬ 
eer that extended since 
his teens. 

Balloons that carried 
them aloft were filled 
with smoke piped into 
them from a flame some 
distance away. Once in¬ 
flated, the balloon was 
loosened to ascend with 
the jumper riding below 
in a harness. 

Narrow escapes in¬ 
volving high tension 
wires and trees were 
common. Shortly after 
Dillinger was buried, 
they landed on his 


grave. “He was 
buried that Friday and 
the following Sunday we 
were jumping for an 
event — plopped down 
on Dillinger’s grave,’’ 
she added with astonish¬ 
ment. 

Opal told of the time 
when Max was jump¬ 
ing over Cuba and high 
winds carried his bal¬ 
loon over the ocean 
at an altitude too low 
for jumping. The balloon 
burst and sent him tumb¬ 
ling 3(X) feet into water 
to become entangled in 
yards of balloon ma¬ 
terial. Rescuers fished 
him out with a boat. “That 
was a close one,’’ admit¬ 
ted Opal. 

Times have changed. 
Max is gone. The 
boys are gone. Opal is 
now 82 and spends 
her time making afghans 
for shut-ins and crochet¬ 
ing booties and sweaters 
for infants. She enjoys 
looking at pictures of 
days gone by but admits 
that it all seems like a 
dream now. 

“I know we did it,” 
she chuckles, “but it 
seems like so long ago.”

AUSD looks to legislative 
help for state budget cuts 


The new state budget 
which was signed recent¬ 
ly by the California 
governor calls for 
various program reduc¬ 
tions for public educa¬ 
tion as well as a mere 
three percent increase, a 
figure below the cost of 
living increase, explains 
Superintendent Ter¬ 
rence Towner, super¬ 
intendent of the Arcadia 
Unified School District. 

The S55 billion budget 
reflects a cut of $462 
million for education. 

Towner expresses con¬ 
cern that a petty conflict 
between Governor George 
Deukmejian and Stale 
Superintendent of Schools 
Bill Honig affects kids; 
however, he hopes that 
the legislature will 
come up with supple¬ 
mentary legislation to 
ease the situation. 

The .AUSD is waiting 
until after school

Council approves new setback 
and building height restrictions 


After almost three 
hours of testimony from 
some 21 concerned indi¬ 
viduals at a public hear¬ 
ing on Tuesday night, 
the Arcadia City Coun¬ 
cil apporved a Text 
Amendment affecting 
building height require¬ 
ments, side yard setback 
requirements and the ad¬ 
ministrative modification 
and modification pro¬ 
cedures. 

While the Planning 
Department recom- 
m ended maximum 
height restrictions of 
from 25 to .^5 feet based 
on lot width, the council 
went along with the Plan- 
iting C ommission recom¬ 
mendation of a maximum 
height of .10 feet for 
lots 75 feet or greater 
and 25 feet for lots of 
less than 75 feet in R-0 
/ones, 

M a \ i m u m building 
heights capped at 30 
feet in the R-1 zones 
also. 

1 he Icxt Amendment 
also calls for side yard 
setbacks of 10 percent of 
the width of the lot, pro¬ 
vided not less than 10 
feel but not greater than 
15 feel, for the first 
floor and 20 percent of 
the width of the lot (not 
less than 15 feet nor 
greater than 20 feet) for 
the second tloor in both 
R-0 and R-M zones. 

In the R 1 zones the 
side yard setback is for 
10 percent ot the width 
of the lot fqr the first 
floor and 20 percent of 
the width of the lot for 


the second floor. 

Representatives of var- 
ious homeowners 
associations, architec¬ 
tural review boards, resi¬ 
dential areas, builders 
and architects spoke 
to the proposed 
amendment which is de¬ 
signed to reduce the prob¬ 
lem of the “monster 
homes” that have been 
built recently in the 
city. 

Most of the speakers 
expressed the opinion 
that the Text Amend¬ 
ment was a move in the 
right direction. Tom 
Crosby from the 
Santa Anita Village 
Homeowners Association 
suggested that the maxi¬ 
mum square footage reg¬ 
ulation should change 
for various areas. 
“What’s good for one 
area is not necessarily 
good for another,” he 
said. 

Most of the opposition 
came from several archi¬ 
tects, a builder and a 
homeowner who were 
against a staff recom¬ 
mendation that only 
plans submitted to a 
homeowner’s associa¬ 
tion architectural review 
board prior to Tuesday’s 
meeting (Aug. 7) would 
be exempt from the new 
regulations. 

The opponents felt 
that architects and 
homeowners contem¬ 
plating a remodel were at 
a distinct disadvantage 
if the new regulation 
went into effect right 
away. 


Responding to that 
opposition, and 
appealing to a "sense of 
fairness,” as Council¬ 
man Robert Harbicht 
said, the council voted 
to give homeowners 30 
days to have plans sub¬ 
mitted to architectural 
review boards and 60 days 
for plans to be sub¬ 
mitted for plan check 
with the city. Plans 
meeting these deadlines 
would not have to con¬ 
form to the new regula¬ 
tions. 

Two other public 
hearings were on the 
council agenda. They 
had to do with a Plan¬ 
ning Department recom¬ 
mendation that fees 
charged for processing 
the various planning 
applications and build¬ 
ing permit fees be in¬ 
creased six percent. 
Both resolutions were 
passed by the council. 

Acting as the Arcadia 
Redevelopment Agency, 
the council approved the 
Exclusive Right to 
Negotiate with WLA Ar- 
con/Schaefer Brothers 
for the property located 
at the southwest corner 
of Huntington Dr. and 
Second Ave. 

The developer’s 
proposal anticipates a 
medical office build¬ 
ing and a 9300 square 
foot Red Lobster res¬ 
taurant, all built over 
an underground parking 
garage. However, the 
Red Lobster has not yet 
formally committed to 
the project.

Because this is the 
fourth consecutive year 
of drought conditions, 
water conservation ef¬ 
forts are critical to as¬ 
sure consumers of ade¬ 
quate water supplies in 
the future, and it is im¬ 
portant that all residents 


recognize the seriousness 
of the current drought sit¬ 
uation, points out Rita 
Kurth of the city 
water division. 

To assist residents in 
curtailing water use, wa¬ 
ter conservation kits are 
available, free of 
charge, in the water 
division office at city hall.
